At  midnight  we  reach  the  hospitable  mis- 
sionary's home.  Oh  how  sweet  these  places! 
No  wonder  foreigners  and  natives  love  to 
come  to  them'  They  are  as  oases  in  the  des- 
ert to  a tireij.  thirsty  soul.  A single  man 
may  be  a better  missionary,  but  we  do  not 
believe  it.  The  Christian  wife,  mother  and 
home-maker  is  herself  a living  preacher  to 
these  poor  people.  And  what  noble  wive* 
Cod  has  given  us  for  our  work  in  Japan. 

I have  written  but  little  of  the  geography 
of  Japan,  her  governments,  etc.  Any  ons 
can  get  these  out  of  the  books.  With  her 
4.000  islands  she  is  a gem  of  beauty.  In 
Kur  >pe,  Asia.  Africakor  America  I bava 
never  seen  anything  prettier.  She  has  eigh- 
teen live  volcanoes.  We  hnve  looked  out  of 
the  windows  in  the  morning  at  some  of 
these.  The  fields  are  made  to  yield  two  or 
three,  crops  a year.  '■» 

Her  school  system  is  wonderful.  She  has  , , 
over  thirty  thousand  schools,  reaching  v 
front  the  kindergarten  to  her  two  great  uni- 
versities in  Kyoto  and-  Tokyo.  The  latter 
has  departments  of  medicine,  law,  engin- 
eering. agriculture,  etc.,  with  about  two 
hundred  and  seventy-five  instructors  and 
four  thousand  students. 

There  nre  marvelous  changes  going  on 
which  reach  from  the  lowest  peasant  to  the  . 


When  I latt  wrote  we  had  just  been  at 
the  opening  « our  Theological  Seminars'  in 
Fukuoka.  MB  are  glad  to  have  this  School 
of  the  prophfts  and  though  we  begin  with 
only  six  studjhts  and  several  more  expect- 
ed rh  a few  Aya,  even  this  number  will  he 
a great  help  to  our  work  in  Japan.

When  M'alter  Scott,  in  his  dying  hour 
called  for  the  book,  and  in  answer  to  hi* 
question.  “Which  Book?”  said,  “There  i* 
but  one  Book,  the  Bible,”  he  uttered  a 
truth  even  more  generally  accepted  now 
than  then.  Yet  do  we  in  thia  twentieth 
rentiirv  study  and  value  the  Bible  accord- 
ing to  it*  preeiou*  and  prieeleaa  worth 
No  we  don’t  study  it  half  a*  much  a*  we 
should,  nor  do  we  value  nnd  follow  it* 
most  valuable  inat ruction  a*  we  shuold  ito. 
The  countries  in  which  the  Bible  i»  most 
studied  and  honored,  are  England.  Germany 
and  the  United  State*  of  America.  And  the 
greatest  among  the*e  mighty  people^  is  our 
own  beloved  land,  in  which  the  Bible  is 
more  esteemed  than  any  hook.  So  from  ev- 
erv  view  of  point,  the  Bible  is  eminently 
worthv  of  the  highest  consideration..  God 
gave  us  the  Book  through  many  human  au- 
thor*; through  statesmen,  poet*,  hmtonan*. 
philosopher*,  orator*  and  *age*.  And  can 
anyone  reasonably  object  to  such  litenir) 
*tudy  of  the  Bible  as  lacking  in  reverence? 
That  ia.  wanting  in  the  manner  in  which  we 
should  fear  and  obey  ita  bleat  commandi? 


I think  it  needles*  to  say;  that  we  should 
’obey  it*  written  commands,  fear  and  follow 
its  most  valuable  instruction  for  our  own 
benefit.  The  revised  version;  especially 
the  American  version  is  very  much  superior 
to  the  old  authorized  version  of  1611.  in 
bringing  out  the  matchless  literary  quali- 
ties of  the  Bible.  Now  let.  u*  view  it  a lit- 
tle while  merely  as  literature.  The  Bible 
is  glorious  with  all  the  true  beauties  of  lit 
e rat ure  Hen-  arc . lyrie  poetry,  such  as  • 

isles  and  elegies  And  Idyls  unaurpasa  -d  ; 
both  epic  and  lyrie.  ‘ And  history,  regular, 
constitutional  and  ceelcaaiaaliCaL  It  poaeraaes 
prose,  epics,  and  prophecies.  It  contains 
the  profoimdest  philosophy,  the  highest  wis- 
dom ami  the  weightiest  proverbs.  Yet  the 
Scriptures  have  not  yet  his*n  aopreeiatisl 
by  our  educator*,  or  given  t rightful 
place  hi  the  curriculum  <>f  our islucational 
institutions.  It  should  l»e  taught  ill  l*oth  com- 
mon and  high  sehisils.  'as  one  of  the  regulah 
studies,  as  it  will  form  the  Vouths’  minds 
with  the  highest  moral  and  intellectual 
truths  that  can  only  he  ohtaiued  from  the 
greati-at  Ismlt,  the  Bible.  For  it  ia  from  it 
that  we  get  the  l*c*t  poetry  and  pn>*e.  We 
must  get  a correct  idea  of  what  pisdry  real- 
ly is:  Poetry  i*  creative  literature'  in 
rythmic  or  musical  form.  The  old  English 
for  i**et  is  “maker.”  which  is  the  meaning 
of  . the  wonl  |s*et.

1 have 
just  gone  through  Secretary  Rowe's  report 
to  the  last  State  Convention,  together  with 
the  statistical  tables,  reports  on  missions, 
etc. 

Brother  Rowe’s  report  shows  that  6411 
churches  from  a total  of  1.336  in  the  State, 
made  direct  rc|H«1;s  of  their  gifts  to  Mis- 
sions to  the  State  Hoard.

He  will  realize  that  hia 
interest  will  suffer  and  that  his  fortune  is 
being  ruined.  He  will  tell  you  to  let  it 
go,  that  he  is  being  ruined  anyhow  and  he 
will  tell  those  who  are  doing  it  to  take 
their  own  medicine. 

As  the  result  of  adverse  legislation  labor- 
ing forces  on  many  railroads  have  been  re- 
duced. There  is  practically  no  construc- 
tion of  new  roads  going  on  and  but  very 
little  improvement  of  those  already  built. 
The  millions  of  feet  of  lumber  formerly 
in  demand  for  these  purposes  are  not  want- 
ed. As  a result  many  mills  are  idle  aud  so 
is  the  labor  formerly  in  their  employment. 

In  Mississippi  we  are  more  fortunate  than 
in  some  of  our  sister  states  and  1 sincerely 
hope  that  our  legislature  soon  to  meet,  will 
not  persue  h.  course  that  WILL  lead,  that 
MUST  lead  to  our  industrial  and  financial 
undoing.  Our  people  need  capital  and  cap- 
ital needs  labor,  they  are  mutnually  de- 
pendent. When  they  move  together  in  har- 
mony, prosperity  is  sure  and  failure  im- 
possible. 

When  I was  a boy  I bad  a pair  of  little 
oxen.  One  was  named  Landy,  the  -other 
was  named  Spot.  Landy  would  not  balk 
but  he  would  sull.  Spot  would  not  sull,* 
blit  he  would  sometimes  balk. 

If  I had  them  now  I would  name  them 
Capital  and  Labor. 

Landy  was  a good  little,  ox,  but  there  was 
a limit  to  his  forbearance,  he  would  pull 
mightily  nndep/ordinary  circumstances  and 
sometimes  o<Vn  when  he  was  overloaded,^ 
still  there  was  a limit  to  his  endeavors^ 
When  he  reached  it  he  quit;  he  stilled,  lie 
lay"  right  down,  then  and  there!  No 
amount  of  frailing  or  coaxing  would  move 
him.  A little  more  of  the  white  of  his  eyes 
could  be  seen,  a groan  now  and  then  could 
be  heard,  that  was  all. 

As  to  Spot  he  was  powerless  to  do  any- 
thing. 

To  those  who  have  had  any  experience 
with  a sullen  ox  I need  not  sAy  that  in 
Riieh  a ease  you  deal  with  a condition,  not 
a theory.  When  Landy  sulled  Spot  was  idle. 
When  Spot  balked  or  went  on  a strike, 
Landy  could  do  nothing,  but  when  they 
pulled  together  they  did  wonders. 

Capital  aud  Labor  have  had  but  little 
trouble  in  Mississippi.  The  men  who  have 
been  at  the  head  of  our  great  enterprises 
have  been  so  thoroughly  identified,  both  in 
feeling,  sympathy  and  interest  with  those 
in  their  employment  until  neither  has  had 
any  inclination  to  either  balk  o t sull. 

As  for  myself  I have  not  much  to  be 
concerned  about  personally.  I am  sixty 
years  old  and  1 have  no  capital  worth  talk- 
ing about.  I have  seen  the  time  when  75 
cents  was  all  that  was  paid  me  for  a hard 
day’s  work. 

Labor  is  not  benefitted  by  conditions 
’ which  make  it  impossible  for  it  to  earn  a 
decent  living.  Labor  deserves  encourage- 
ment and  protection.  So  does  capital.  In- 
justice to  either  will  react  upon  those  who 
inflict  it,  and  this,  whether  the  wrong  b« 
done  to  one  or  more. 

I earnestly  hope  that  our  new  legislature 
will  iu  all  it  may  do,  be  actuated  and  con- 
trolled, not  by  prejudice,  but  by  wisdom 

and  justice,  if  this  bs  true,  then  the  ua-

Military  Power  and  Police  Power.

SaVe  YoUr  Money 


In  a recent  number  of  one  of 
our  leading  journals,  a forcible 
plea  by  an  able  writer  for  the  lim- 
itation of  armaments,  a^d  es- 
pecially for  courageous  initiative 
in  the  matter  by  the  United 
States,  is  followed  by  editorial 
strictures  and  sundry  critical 
questions.ti'hich  furnish  a good 
text  for  a few  words  on  this  sub- 
ject, because  they  represent  wide- 
ly prevalent  notions.  “Would 
our  friend  abolish  the  police 
force  of  his  city  because  he 
preaches  in  his  pulpit  that  it  is 
brutal  and  unchristian  for  men 
to  hit  each  other  over  the  head 
with  clubs  !”  This  is  one  of  the 
cross  questions  with  which  the 
journal  argues  for  the  world’s 
military  and  naval  system,  and 
especially  against  any  reduction 
in  the  American  navy.  “We  re- 
gard the  navy,”- it  says,  “as  a 
great  proteetiye  and  order-pre- 
serving police  force.” 

Now  whatever  the  legitimate 
functions  of  a navy,  this  very 
common  talk  about  the  navy  as 
“police”  is  careless  and  mis- 
chievous. There  is  almost  no  an- 
alogy whatever.  The  function  of 
the  police,  so  far  as  getting  jus-

armies  and  navies  will  still  be 
needed  to  carry  out  the  decrees 
of  the  court,  as  policemen,  mar- 
shals. sheriffs,  and  ■sometimes  the 
National  Guard  or  the  regular 
army  are  needed  to  carry  out  the 
decrees  of  American  courts.” 
The  most  enlightening  and  useful 
appeal  as  concerns  this-  point  is 
to  fact.  During  the  last  century, 
more  than  two  hundred  cases, 
many  of  them  of  the  gravest  char- 
acter, such  as  have  again  and 
again  plunged  nations  into  bloody 
wars,  have  been  referred  to  in- 
ternational arbitration  and 
peaceably  settled ; and  there 
has  not  been  a single  case  where 
the  arbitration  has  not  been 
faithfully  accepted  and  re- 
spected. with  no  dream,  on  the 
part  of  anybody,  of  sheriffs  or 
arftiies  to  'enforce  the  decrees. 
When  nations  have  advanced  so 
far  in  civilization  as  to  be  wil- 
ling to  refer  their  cases  to  courts, 
like  gentlemen,  they  have  ad- 
vanced so  far  as  t<?  be  quite  sure 
to  accept  the  decision  of  the 
courts  like  gentlemen.  One  can. 
of  course,  conceive  cases  in  the 
organized  world  of  the  future,  in 
which  some  nation  might  be  re- 
calcitrant. But  is  it  at  all  likely 
that  the  organized  world  in  such 
a case  would  get  out  its  interna- 
tional army  to  coerce  such  a na- 
tion! Certainly  not;  the  world 
would  Rimply  declare  non-inter- 
course with  the  offender.  That 
treatment  would  quickly  do  its 
work.  In  that'  better  time,  the 
world  will  undoubtedly  have  still 
to  maintain  armies  and  navies,  or 
something  equivaent.  for  genuine 
police  duty;  but  these  will  bear 
no  analog}’  in  function  to  our
